Election!

Alan Lambert will be resigning his 
seat on City Council soon if he passes 
his training at the Police Academy and 
the Romulus Police Department hires 
him. If this happens (and it appears that 
it will), the next question will be, “Who 
is going to take his place on Council?” 

The Council would like to place 
Junior Block in the vacant seat, but 
would that really be good for the City? 
There is no real reason why Council 
should not choose Block, except that 
this city needs some new blood on the 
Council and now would be a good time 
to start making the moves. 

All during the election, everyone 
yelled about the fact that all of the 
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Council members were White, and that 
Blacks were not well represented. Now 
there are two Black Council members, 
but there is still a minority problem — 
Mary Ann Banks is the only female on 
the Council. | feel that, if there was an- 
other woman on City Council, it would 
give more balance to that body so that 
all groups would be represented more 
equally. 

During the last election, there were 
two well-qualified women (in my opin- 
ion) running for City Council — Eva 
Webb and Judy Ellis. Either or both of 
these women would make excellent 
Council members, and | believe that, if 
the Council insists on choosing its 
new member, one of these two women 
should replace Lambert. My strongest 
feeling, however, is that the voters 
should decide in a general election on 
Lambert’s replacement. 

The City Charter does state that the 
Council has the right to fill the seat of 
an unexpired term with whomever it 
chooses. That, however, may be a por- 
tion of the Charter that should be done 
away with, since just about any coun- 
cil (or other government body) with that 
power is likely to fill a vacant seat with 
someone who is going to vote in agree- 
ment with its current members, instead 
of voting in accordance with the wishes 
of the people. 

| do not take a stand on something 
of this nature very often, but | feel that, 
with the Charter being broken so often, 
and with so few people seeming to care 
about it, there should be an election 
held to replace Mr. Lambert. The elec- 
tion should be held as soon as possi- 
ble so that there will be no long lapse 
of time before the seat is filled. 

An election would give you, the 
voter, the new voice on Council instead 
of giving it to the current members, who 
might like to have it for whatever rea- 
son there may be. 

| feel that an election is what we 
need, and what we should have. There 
will be someone in your neighborhood 
in the near future, asking you registered 
voters to sign a petition to present to 
City Council. It will request that the 
voice of the people decide who will be 
the new City Council member by allow- 
ing the issue to be voted on in a gen- 
eral election.

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The cost of mailing a First-Class 
letter will rise to 25 cents beginning 
Sunday, April 3, but Detroit General 
Manager/Postmaster John M. Horne 
urges customers not to wait until the 
last minute to make their new stamp 
purchases. 

To assist customers, post offices 
in the 480, 481, 482 and 483 Zip-Code 
areas will remain open two additional 
hours on Thursday, March 31, and Fri- 
day, April 8. Mobile postal vehicles will 
also be on location at Northland and 
Pontiac malls and Hart Plaza from 12 
to 5 p.m. March 30 to April 8. 

“We have ample supply of the new 
‘E’ stamps available for sale at all post 
offices, stations and branches,” Horne 
said. ‘‘The stamp has a postage value 
of 25 cents, the new First-Class rate, 
and will remain on sale until we receive 
new dominated postage that conforms 
with the new rate. Also, we have a good 
supply of one-, two-, and three-cent 
stamps that can be used with custom- 
ers’ existing stocks of 22-cent stamps 
to meet the new First-Class rate.” 

Horne emphasized that the ‘E’ 
stamps. are for use within the United 
States only. “Their use is prohibited 
on international mail, which requires 
denominated postage,” he said. 

The increase for First-Class Mail 
represents a 13.6% rise, while the cost 
of second-class mail (magazines, news- 
Papers) will rise 18.1%, bulk regular 
third-class will go up 24.9%, and par- 
cel post will increase 14.8%. 

Not all rates went up. According to. 
Horne, the minimum cost for sending 
an Express Mail letter will be $8.75 for 
up to eight ounces. Previously, it cost 
$10.75 to send up to two pounds via 
Express Mail. From eight to 32 ounces 
(two pounds) will cost $12. “This will 
be a big help to those who use Express 
Mail for light-weight letters,” he said. 
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“In the three years since the last 
rate increase, the Postal Service, like 
most businesses, has experienced ris- 
ing costs on many fronts — operations, 
transportation, supplies, labor and 
health and retirement benefits,’ he 
explained. 

“For example, our delivery network 
has expanded rapidly since 1985 to 
reach a growing number of businesses 
and households created in the strong 
economy. Nationally, we’re delivering 
to some seven million more addresses, 
which requires putting 12,000 more let- 
ter carriers on the streets each day,’ 
Horne said. - 

But Detroit’s postmaster charac- 
terized the coming rate increase as a 
moderate one that needs to be put in 
perspective. 

e Tothe average householder, the April 
rate hike will amount to less than 
20 cents a week from the family 
budget, under $10 a year in added 
expenditures. 

e When adjusted for inflation over 
the years, the coming 25-cent First- 
Class rate is only seven-tenths of a 
cent more than the First-Class rate 
was in 1971. 

“And, of course, even at 25 cents, 
the United States First-Class postage 
is still the lowest of any Western, in- 
dustrialized nation,’ he said. 

The ‘E’ stamps, which feature a 
colorful view of the Earth from space, 
appear in panes of 100; coils of 100, 
500 and 3,000; and booklets of 20. They 
may be purchased at any post Office, 
by mail, and, this year for the first time, 
by telephone. 

During the phase-in period for the 
new rates, the ‘E’ stamp can be ordered 
and paid for with MasterCard or VISA 
by calling 1-800-STAMPS24. There isa 
$12.50 minimum and a $2 service charge 
on each order.

For her outstanding sense of civic 
duty and high moral character, Ms.

Department’s Civilian Appreciation 
Award. 

Police Officer Duane Smith and Police 
Officer Michael Ondejko 

After being alerted to a suspicious 
situation at a Romulus hotel on Feb- 
ruary 25, 1987, Officer Smith responded 
and began an investigation. After de- 
termining that possible narcotic dealers 
were involved, Officer Ondejko, who 
was working in the Downriver Area Nar- 
cotics Organization, was summoned to 
assist him. Three persons were arrest- 
ed for the possession and distribution 
of cocaine. 

The continuing investigation led to 
Los Angeles, New York, and worldwide 
connections. Evidence obtained result- 
ed in the seizure of over $50,000 in as- 
sets and the sentencing of a major drug 
dealer to life imprisonment. 

For their parts in the investigation, 
Officer Smith received a Department 
Commendation, and Officer Ondejko 
was awarded a Departmental Citation.

On June 18, 1987, Sergeant Barnes 
and his partner responded to a request 
for medical assistance. Upon arrival, 
the officers discovered a woman in the 
process of giving birth to twins.

Police Officer Michael Anderson 

On October 15, 1987, Officer Ander- 
son responded to a call for medical 
assistance. An elderly female was un- 
conscious and not breathing. Officer 
Anderson administered CPR for approx- 
imately 10 minutes and was successful 
in restoring her breathing. Unfortu- 
nately, the woman expired a short time 
after being conveyed by paramedics 
to the hospital. 

Officer Anderson, through his ac- 
tions, displayed a high regard for human 
life and exhibited a high degree of pro- 
fessionalism under very trying circum- 
stances. Officer Anderson was award- 
ed a Department Commendation. 
Dispatcher George Sparr and Police 
Officers Michael Coffey, Terri Koski, 
Donald Leonard and Cora Wilkinson 

Officers were dispatched to a sus- 
picious vehicle near a Romulus food 
store as dispatcher Sparr maintained 
contact with the caller. Sparr informed 
officers that two persons were seen 
wearing masks and holding the secu- 
rity guard at gunpoint. As officers ap- 
proached, they observed two persons 
who had been handcuffed to. an out- 
side trailer during the robbery by the 
gunmen. 


At the officers’ approach, the gun- 
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men fled and were pursued on foot by 
officers Coffey and Leonard. After a 
prolonged foot-chase, the officers were 
able to tackle one armed subject, dis- 
arm him, and place him under arrest. 
A search of the area by officers and 
a KQ unit failed to yield the second 
subject. 

For their actions during this inci- 
dent, officers Leonard and Coffey were 
awarded a Department Citation, and 
officers Wilkinson and Koski and Dis- 
patcher Sparr were awarded a Depart- 
ment Commendation. 

Dispatcher Terry Sands 

Dispatcher Sands received a report 
of an armed, intoxicated man inside a 
residence who had become distraught 
and fired shots at his family, and then 
barricaded himself in his home as his 
family fled. Dispatcher Sands made 
contact with the subject by telephone 
and kept him engaged in conversation 
for over a half hour while officers waited 
outside. ‘ 

Dispatcher Sands was finally able 
to convince the subject to put down his 
weapon and surrender to the awaiting 
officers.

SUBJECT: Annual City Budget 

lam pleased to present the budget 
for the 1988-89 fiscal year. It is a bal- 
anced budget that continues emphasis 
on the priorities of this Council and 
Administration. 

The largest single increase (14.2%) 
has been in salary and wages, union 
and non-union, reflecting the stated 
goals of the Wage and Salary study and 
this administration to bring our em- 
ployees into comparables with the job 
market. 

We have projected an equalized val- 
uation increase of a conservative $30 


million, which is an 8% increase over 
last year, partly to do with the new con- 
struction and partly as a result of the 
maturity of a PA 198 certificate. 


As a result of the increased devel- 
opment, we are able to reduce millage 
for debt service by one half mill (.5), 
which brings our total levy to 10.9 mills, 
one of the lowest in the state for a 
comparably sized community offering 
a similar range of services. 


We are pleased to be able to con- 
tinue to lower millage, reflecting that 
in 1975, 1976 and 1977, when we were 
still receiving thousands of dollars in 
revenue sharing, we also levied 13 mills 
for operation of the city, we are justifi- 
ably proud of our efforts to reduce taxes 
to our citizens and still offer a wide 
range of services. 


This budget provides for some 
growth in our Police Department, Fire 
Department and Building Department 
while still maintaining a comfortable 
fund balance.

Q.  Whatis the ‘Miranda Rule’ in 
criminal actions? 

A. The United States Supreme 
Court in Miranda vs. Arizona held that 
the prosecution may not use state- 
ments stemming from custodial inter- 
rogation of the Defendant unless it 
demonstrates the use of procedural 
safeguards effective to secure the priv- 
ilege against self incrimination. Cus- 
todial interrogation is questioning ini- 
tiated by law enforcement officers af- 
ter a person has been taken into cus- 
tody or otherwise deprived of his or 
her freedom in any significant way. 
Under the guidelines set forth in Miran- 
da an individual held for interrogation 
by a law enforcement office must be 
warned, in clear terms, that they have 
a right to remain silent; that any state- 
ment he or she does make may be used 
as evidence against them; and that he 
or she has the right to have an attor- 
ney present. 

The Michigan Supreme Court has 
set forth the following guidelines for 
determining whether or not Miranda 
warnings are due: 
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e The intention of the questioning of- 
ficer to hold or arrest the person. 

e The degree to which the investiga- 
tion has focused upon the person. 

e The belief of the person that they 
are significantly deprived of their 
freedom. 

e Whether the belief of the person that 
they are deprived of their freedom is 
a reasonable belief.

Contraception 


This reprint from Biomedical Informa- 
tion Corporation’s Compendium of 
Patient Information was submitted by 
J.H. Barden, D.O. 

Common Characteristics 

Contraception — any method used 
by one or both sexual partners to pre- 
vent pregnancy — has been practiced 
in many forms since ancient times. Not 
until comparatively recently, however, 
have techniques been devised that are 
statistically reliable, safe, and suffi- 
ciently varied to accommodate partic- 
ular circumstances. 

No single method of contraception 
is ideal from every point of view. Some 
methods are unquestionably more reli- 
able, and others are more suitable to 
one’s particular sexual habits at a par- 
ticular time of life. Different methods 
may also be chosen because they are 
more compatible with personal convic- 
tions or because they are easier to use. 
‘Natural’ Methods 

Rhythm. This method entails ab- 
stention from sexual intercourse during 
the ovulation phase of the menstrual 
cycle (when eggs are released from the 
ovaries). Since very few women ovulate 
with exact regularity, the rhythm meth- 
od is likely to have built-in inaccuracies. 
There are several ways of determining 
when ovulation is taking place, includ- 
ing counting the number of days from 
the beginning of the last period and 
watching for the slight rise in temper- 
ature that usually accompanies ovula- 
tion. A woman can also note a change 
in her vaginal secretion from a thick, 
white, sparse discharge to a thin, clear, 
profuse one, another sign of ovulation. 
However, none of these practices are 
foolproof. 

Withdrawal. This is the oldest meth- 
od of contraception, and one that is still 
widely practiced in many parts of the 
world. It involves the withdrawal tech- 
nique (coitus interruptus), in which the 
penis is withdrawn just before orgasm 
and the semen is deposited outside the 
vagina. This method is generally con- 
sidered both unreliable and unsatis- 
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factory, and tends to cause tensions 
during the sex act. 


The Pill 

The pill is the most popular and 
most effective reversible contraceptive 
available. Oral contraceptives are avail- 
able in two types. The first, the com- 
bination pill, contains synthetic estro- 
gen and progestogen hormones that 
inhibit ovulation and alter the mucous 
secretions of the vagina. The second, 
the progestogen-only pill, both alters 
the mucous secretions from the cervix 
so that sperm cannot penetrate the 
barrier and affects the lining of the 
uterus so that the fertilized egg cannot 
become implanted. The combination 
pill is considered more reliable than 
the progestogen-only pill, although 
both enjoy a very high success rate. 
Most women, especially those under 
the age of 30 or 35, can safely use the 
pill; however, the combination pill is 
usually not recommended for women 
over 35 who smoke because they have 
a greater risk of heart disease and 
blood clots. There is recent evidence 
that the pill offers some protection 
against sexually transmitted diseases 
because it may prevent the passage of 
bacteria through the thickened cervical 
mucus. The pill also seems to lower the 
incidence of some breast diseases. 


Intrauterine Devices 

An intrauterine device (IUD), as its 
name implies, is a contraceptive device 
that is inserted into the uterus by a 
doctor. Once in place, no further con- 
traceptive precaution is necessary. If 
properly fitted, it may be left in place 
for at least a year with no untoward re- 
sults. It is considered slightly less ef- 
fective than the pill. 

IUDs come in several different types, 
but all are supplied with a string that 
extends outward from the cervix into 
the vagina so that the wearer can make 
sure that the device is in place. Correct 
fitting by a specialist is a critical aspect 
of the effectiveness of this device. 

While IUDs are generally safe for 
most women, there are certain condi- 
tions in which they should not be used. 
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These include pregnancy, fibroid tu- 
mors, anemia, abnormal Pap smears, 
continuous treatment with cortisone- 
type drugs, previous ectopic (outside 
the uterus) pregnancy and pelvic in- 
flammatory disease. Recent studies 
also indicate that |UD users are more 
likely to develop severe pelvic inflam- 
matory disease than those who use 
other methods of contraception. Also, 
because an inflammatory reaction may 
occur in the fallopian tubes, causing 
obstruction, the IUD may not be a good 
idea in women who wish to have or 
continue to have children. 


Barrier Methods 

The use of barrier methods of con- 
traception (the condom, diaphragm and 
spermicidal agents) has grown in recent 
years for anumber of reasons. For ex- 
ample, barrier methods probably lower 
the rate of spread of genital herpes and 
other sexually transmitted diseases 
that are presently reaching epidemic 
proportions. Also, for women whose 
sex lives are intermittent rather than 
regular, barrier methods offer an alter- 
native to the day-in, day-out use of the 
pill or the wearing of an IUD. 


Condom. The condom, or ‘rubber; 
is the second most popular form of 
contraception in the United States and 
remains the most widely used device 
throughout the world. In addition to 
providing protection against pregnancy 
and disease, condoms are easily avail- 
able and are now being manufactured 
in materials thin enough to eliminate 
sensual interference. In addition, use 
of a spermicidal (sperm-killing) agent 
results in higher effectiveness and 
easier insertion. 


Diaphragm. The diaphragm is a 
soft, rubber cap surrounded by a flexi- 
ble ring that is inserted into the vagina 
to cover the entrance to the cervix. Be- 
fore intercourse, it should be coated 
with spermicidal jelly to provide both 
a chemical and mechanical barrier. A 
diaphragm must be checked for proper 
fit about once a year, especially after 
pregnancy, abortion or a significant 
change in weight. It should also be 


checked periodically for holes or other 
damage. Other advantages of the dia- 
phragm include possible protection 
against cervical infections and sexu- 
ally transmitted disease. 


Recently, a variation of the dia- 
phragm, a disposable sponge contra- 
ceptive, has been approved for use in 
the United States. This contraceptive 
takes the form of a small sponge that 
contains spermicidal chemicals. It is 
inserted into the vagina before inter- 
course and, like a diaphragm, should 
be left in place for at least five or six 
hours after intercourse. 


Spermicidal agents. These chemi- 
cals — in the form of creams, jellies, 
suppositories and foams — are insert- 
ed into the vagina before intercourse; 
they kill sperm cells and create a bar- 
rier against their passage. In combina- 
tion with a condom or a diaphragm, 
spermicidal agents provide a fairly high 
rate of effectiveness if used correctly 
and consistently. However, some users 
of the various barrier contraceptives 
complain of the inconvenience and dis- 
ruption caused by having to insert or 
apply them each time they have inter- 
course as directed. 


Sterilization 

Both male and female sterilization 
have increased in popularity in recent 
years, and it is now the leading form 
of contraception among couples who 
have been married for more than 10 
years. The sterilization procedures in- 
volve surgery and are considered per- 
manent forms of contraception, al- 
though reversal has been achieved in 
a few instances. Vasectomy — the 
male sterilization procedure — in- 
volves making a small incision that 
severs the tubes through which the 
sperm travel. For women, sterilization 
is accomplished by either severing or 
blocking the fallopian tubes to prevent 
the egg from reaching the uterus, or 
by removing either the ovaries or uterus 
(hysterectomy). However, removal of 
these reproductive organs is not recom- 
mended simply in order to achieve 
sterilization.

The question came up today about 
the value of x-rays in the office and how 
important they are in determining the 
course of care. | often hear people ask, 
“Why didn’t my doctor tell me about 
this problem?” First of all, most x-rays 
of the spine are taken while the patient 
is lying on a table or while holding onto 
weights. The purpose of this is to en- 
able the doctor to get a better picture 
of the spine. Although these types of 
views are excellent in order to see 
tumors or other abnormalities such as 
fractures, this is not the position that 
we, as humans, are in most of the day. 

The Doctor of Chiropractic takes 
pictures of the spine while the patient 
is either standing or sitting. This places 
the person in his normal structural 
stance. This also shows how your body 
is supporting you. When a person is 
lying down on a table, the muscles are 
more relaxed and, therefore, the spine 
tends to go to a straighter position. 
But when you are standing, the effects 
of gravity and the condition of your 
muscles and ligaments determine the 
true shape of your spine. 

Using these types of views will give 
the Doctor of Chiropractic a more ac- 


curate ‘before and after’ look at how 
you are progressing in your care. 


Another type of x-ray Chiropractors 
often use is called a ‘flexion-extension’ 
study. In this view, we have the patient 
bend his neck or back and then we take 
the picture while it is bent. For instance, 
if the person has possible neck prob- 
lems, and we find in the examination 
that it is more difficult for him to bend 
his head to the side, then we will take 
lateral (sideways) flexion-extension 
views. The patient would face forward 
and we would have them bend his head 
toward one shoulder and then hold it 
there. Then we would take another pic- 
ture with his head bent the opposite 
way. These pictures would help us to 
see if there is any ligament'>damage or 
a ‘fixing’ or locking up of the vertebra. 


Often, after an injury, the ligaments 
can be stretched and, after care, they 
return to normal. These ‘flexion-exten- 
sion’ views would show us if they did, 
in fact, return to normal. 


The x-ray is a tool and, as a tool, is 
only useful if it is used properly and 
for the right reason.

Representative Kosteva sponsored the 
original enabling legislation for this 
unique program in 1986. The IRS has 
ruled that interest earned on the MET 
investment is exempt from Federal 
taxes.

“All the money collected through 
MET will be pooled and invested by the 
State,’ Rep. Kosteva said. ‘When the 
designated student goes to college, 
MET will provide tuition for four aca- 
demic years at a public Michigan un- 
dergraduate institution.” 


The MET payments could be used 
for partial tuition at a private Michigan 
college or university or at an out-of- 
state school, equal to the average tui- 
tion at Michigan public institutions. 
“And if the student does not attend any 
college or university,’ Rep. Kosteva 
said, “MET will return the original in- 
vestment and at least part of the inter- 
est earned.

A House subcommittee is working 
on a package of nine bills designed to 
provide financial assistance to persons 
with Alzheimer’s Disease and related 
disorders. The bills would improve the 
diagnosis of Alzheimer’s Disease, as 
well as Parkinson’s and Huntington’s 
diseases. The package would also pro- 
vide funding for research, treatment 
and support services to family mem- 
bers and caregivers. 
Tuition Guarantee Program to Enroll 
Participants 

State lawmakers are encouraging 
Michigan residents to enroll in the leg- 
islatively created Michigan Education 
Trust Program (MET). The program al- 
lows Michigan families to invest in a 
State fund to guarantee four years of 
Michigan public college for their chil- 
dren. MET payments could be used to 
pay partial tuition at private colleges

At the Council meeting on Monday 
night, Ellis Pennington said that he was 
rather upset about what was going on, 
and wanted something done about it. 
Pennington also made a motion, sup- 
ported by Gear, that a letter be sent to 
the owner and builder, stating that the 
Council strongly objects to using non- 
union people on the construction of this 
motel. Mr. Raspberry said that every- 
one has the right to work, union or not, 
but even though it seemed that Rasp- 
berry was condoning ‘scab’ labor by 
his remarks to Council, he voted yes 
on the Pennington motion. The motion 
was carried, with Mr. Wadsworth and 
Mr. Bergeron dissenting. 

There is evidently not much that the 
Council can do about the situation 
anyway, but it should be made known 
to the developer that the City does not 
like a situation where it is put in the 
middle, costing the taxpayers money 
that there is no excuse for. 

The taxpayers, it seems, pay for 
every whim that hits people, whether 
it’s good, bad, or indifferent. It is defi- 
nitely time that it come to a stop, and 
that someone else be made to pay the 
costs incurred.

House Panel Approves Education Bill 

A House committee recently ap- 
proved legislation that would establish 
procedures for teachers to review and 
appeal grade changes made to a stu- 
dent’s permanent record by adminis- 
trators and school boards. The bill 
would further require a local board to 
establish disciplinary procedures for 
violations of the procedures for grade 
changing. 
Parent Custody Legislation Reported 

A House committee recently ap- 
proved legislation that would require 
probate courts to stipulate specific 
child visitation provisions. Current law 
only mandates that visitation shall be 
“reasonable,” but does not set specific 
hours. 
Scrap Tire Bills Approved 

Two bills that would regulate the 
disposal of scrap tires in the State were 


being stolen by people outside of 
Romulus, dope coming in from outside 
of Romulus, and murders being com- 
mitted and the bodies being dropped 
off in Romulus. It all costs money — 
money that the taxpayers should not 
have to use from their city’s treasury. 

If the City has to hire more police 
and fire protection because of outside 
crime, then maybe the surrounding 
cities should be made to pay their fair 
share. 

According to Mayor McAnally, “The 
City got an injunction limiting the num- 
ber of demonstrators allowed at the 
site to approximately 20 strikers. The 
judge felt 20 demonstrators was suffi- 
cient to put forth any message needed 
to be delivered, and it makes it easier 
for us to protect them as well,” con- 
cluded McAnally. O 
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recently approved by a House com- 
mittee. One bill would impose restric- 
tions on the disposal and accumula- 
tion of used tires. The other bill would 
impose a one-dollar surcharge to the 
price of each new tire sold in the State 
to support clean-up activities and help 
develop a market for recycled products 
made from those tires.

Legislation was recently introduced 
in the House that would strengthen 
Michigan’s drunk driving laws. The bill 
would increase penalties for persons 
under the age of 21 who were found 
transporting alcohol in an automobile 
and for any driver found with open alco- 
hol containers in a vehicle. The bill 
would also allow an accused drunken 
driver's refusal to take a ‘breathalizer’ 
test to be used as evidence in atrial and 
restrict appeals of license revocations. 
Bill Introduced to Improve Voter Regis- 
tration Process 

A House committee is considering 
a bill that would make voting less cum-

bersome for more Michigan voters. The 
bill would establish a computerized 
voter registration system and stream- 
line the registration process. 


Long-Term Insurance Package Passed 
House lawmakers approved a pack- 
age of bills that regulate the marketing 
of insurance that covers in-home or 
institutional long-term care expenses. 
The proposed legislation: prohibits in- 
surers from inducing a potential buyer 
to replace current insurance coverage 
with a new policy that is more expen- 
sive and offers fewer benefits; requires 
plain-language explanation of a poten- 
tial buyer’s insurance policies; and re- 
quires long-term care policies to include 
individuals with Alzheimer’s Disease 
or related brain disorders.

4. 9 pin Dot-Matrix (the workhorse, but 
letter quality suffers) 

5. Thermal printers (good for portable 
use or color printers) 


All five of these printers are good, 
depending on your answers to the first 
eight questions. 

Try to buy the best printer of the 
type you need. Sometimes it’s better 
to buy a little better than what you 
need, especially if you’re new to com- 
puters. Try to buy a brand that you can 
get serviced if necessary, and also try 
to get one for which you can get sup- 
plies readily. 

If you have an opportunity, go to 
several stores and see what the more 
common brands are. Most of the time, 
this is probably your best bet. The 
more common the printer is, the better 
the chances are that it is a good one, 
and the more likely you are of finding 
supplies for it when your local, friendly 
dealer is temporarily out of stock.
